But will it be permitted for me here, to bring ſomething of 
Meubaler?: All that is, is either Inviſible, or Viſible; Intelle- 
Raall, or Senſible; Agent,and Patient; Forme, and Matter, Spi- 
rit, and Body ; the Interiour and the Exteciouc man; Fire, and 
Water; that which ſeeth,and that which is ſeen. 

- But thatwhich ſeerhis much more excellent and more worthy 
thenthat which is ſeen, and there is notaing that ſeeth, but the 
invitible, where that which is ſeene;is asa blind thing ; therefore 
Water is a proper and ſerviceable ſubje&t, over whom the Fire or 
Spirit may outeltretch his ation. 

Alſo he hath elevated it for 'his habicarion and reſidence , for 
by-introducingit, he elevates it on high in the nature of Aire 
contiguous unto it: which invilible Spirit ( of the Lord was

as it is in burnings. All what is ſenfible, and vifble, is purged 
by the aQtuall, and thejinviſible, andineelligible, by the ſpicitual 
and potentiall. Saint Ambroſe, on the Treatiſe of 1/aac and of 
the Soule. What is man, the ſoule of him, or the fleſh, or the 
alſembly ofthoſe two? forthe clothing is one thing, and the 
thing clothed another. Indeed there 'are two men (1 leave the 
HM:ſſibe apart) Adam was wade and formed of God, in refſpeR 
of the body, of aſhes, and of earth, but afterwards inſpired in 
him the Spirit of Life ; if he had kept himſelfe/from miſprifi> 
on, he was like unto Angels, made participant of eternall bea- 
titude, but his tranſgreflion diſpoſſelied him.

And alchough the ſageft and molt expert intheſe things 
canfinde out ſomethingtherein denoted by the draughts and 
lineaments of the palme of the hand, and fingers, or within 


* them 3 for by the outſide, (icis caſe a part) and ſhew nothing, 


but thenailes which are not a little ſecret and myſtery, becauſe 
by death they are obfulcate, but have a ſhining Juſtre while they 
live, in the haire, eyes, noſe, and lips, and all the reſt of his 

rſon. For as God hath made the Sunne, Moone, and Stars, 
thereby todeclare to the great World, not only the day, night, 
and ſeaſons. but the change of times, and many lignes that muſt 
appeare in the earth. So hath he maniteſted in the little world 
Man, certaine draughts and lineaments, holding place of lights 
and ſtarres, whereby men may attaine to the knowledge of yery 
greatſecrets, not common, nor knowne of all. Hence is it that 
the Intelligences of the ſuperiour world do diſtil] and breath as 
it were, by ſome channels theic influences, whereby the effefts 
come to ſtruggle and accomplith their effe&ts here below, as of 
things drawn with arude and ſtrong bow, will plant themſelves 
within a Butt, where they relt themſelves. 

But to retake the diſcourſe of this double man, and the veſt« 
ment-of him, the Apoſtle in the 1 Cor.

Having 5% lictle before, chat all the houſe was filled Lo 
ſmoake, which is as an excrement and yapour of fire, bee it be 
fore it be lighted, or inflamed, or after it be mortified, and ex- 
tin&; from whence it comes to procreateſoor, then which, 
there is nothing more troubleſome and hurefull to theeies, ha- 
vying carryed away with it a parcell of a duſtible corruption 
which adwiniftred co the fire its nouriſhment and food. This 
may bee {cen in the diſtillation of ſoote, where there appeares a 
notable quantity of inflamable oyle, which cauſerh ic yer to 
burne, and of this burning there will ariſe a ſmoake, which will 
againe be conereted into a burning ſmoake, as aforeſaid, but 
notſo much. 

Theſe are the remnants of frinne, whereof remained ſome 
ſtaines printed om mod ——— at _ laſl, by a ſocceſſive re- 
purgation of fire, it to a point of complear 
whereof itis ſpoken in the*4. of the Canticler, T bow art Loring my 
welbelvved, there is no blerwiſe in thee , which the white flame not{- 
fies, which is the highelt degree of burning, Thoſe allo well 
know it that maintaine a fire, for when a Fornace begins to bee 
hot, it waxeth blacke, then enforcing thefire, it becomes red, 
and at laſt it waxeth white when it is in the ſupreame and high 
degree of heat, where it perliſteth in whitenefſe more and more. 
Such are the ations of fire, but there aregreat myſteries there- 
under, ever to declare further the advantage and przcellency, 
that the white colour hath above the red, as to 'the Chriſtian 
faith, deſigned by white water, &4poc.4, & 6. & 15. 2. (In the 
middle of the T bronezhere was a Sea of Glaſſe, like unto Cryftall, ) far

ſpeaking of the martyred Saints forthe faith of their Redeemer, 
re wes given unto every one of them white robes ; F eving ſet down 
alittle before, that the Angel wbich bad gotten the viltory, and the 
Crowne, was mounted on a white horſe, (as in the 19, and 20. the 
F brene of God 1s dreſſed with white ) and bee that was monmtcd on the 
red borſe, had a great blendy [word in bis band, that one might maſſacre 
another.

Bute ſome may ſay here are many things, which by little and 
Ketle db tarne ns from our principall aime, and areas it were 
extravagant drefſes. But' not alrogether, yet as to mount ſome 
ſharpe precipice, wee muſt turne about to goe at more eaſe, to 
fſhunne cliftes and precipicesz So are wee ſometimes to make 
ſome ſmall by-courſes and digreflionsto facilitate our Theame. 
Rivers that goe turning are more commodious for Navigation, 
then thoſe that runne imperuouſly one way downe. 

There ſhall bee nothing ar laf (God willing) unprofitable, 
nor from the purpofe. T henall this red and white, is but Fire

into a Sea impregned with ſalt, to preſerve it in the end from 
corruption : liw for this effe&, all humours of animall bo- 
dies, bloud, ſpittle, urine,and the reſt, are ſalted, without which, 
all would corrupt each other, in an inſtant: Behold the diffe- 

rence that there is in holy writ, that apply the medications of 
things ſenſible to Sacramentall myſteries y, and of ratiocinations 
of blinde Paganiſme, 'who not turning it but above the barke, 
penetrate no further,then that which the uncertain and doubtful 
ſenſe may makethem comprehend,without paſling further to the 
relation of divine things:where at laſt al muſt refer'to ſpiritualty; 
reſembling therein properly to the Oftrich, who beates ſuffici- 
ently with the wing as if ſhee would mount to beaven, but yet 
her feet for all that, do not forſake the carth. 

The Pherician Theologie, admitted but of one Element, Fireg 
which is the principall and chief of all, the ran and de- 
ſtroyer of all things: which doth not much diſagree from that 
in the 118. Pſa}, is the fiery word by which times were formed. 
Heraclitws alſo puts fire, for theficſt ſubſtance that informed all, 
and from whence they drew all things from power into ation, 
as well ſaperiour, as inferiour, czleſtiall and terreſtriall z For 
hot andcold, moiſt and dry, are not 'fubſtances, but qualities 
and accidents; from whence naturall Philoſophers forged four 
Elements ,whereas according to verity there is but one ; which 
according to the veſtments that it receives from the accidentall 
qualitie, takes divers appellations, If from the heat, it is from 
the Aire; from moiſture, Water ; fromdryneſſe, Earth; which 
three are but one fire , but reclothed with divers and Tx” 


of Fire and Salt. TT! 
habits. . Even a3 Fire extending it ſelfe in all, and through all; 
ſo all things come to render unto it, as tothe center. So thar it 
may be rightly called an infigite and indetermined vigour of na- 
ture, or rather the vivitication thereof, for without it nothing 
could be comprehended, ſeen,or ned, above or below; that 
which illightens is celeſtiall, chat which concoQs and digeſts 
Aercall,and that which burnes, is terreſtriall; which cannot 
ſubfiſt without ſome groſſe matter coming from the Earth, 
which he reduceth in the end to ir ſelfe ; as we may fee in things 


burned, converted to aſhes, from whence after the extraftion of 


Salt, reſts nothing but pure carth. Salt Heing a potentiall fire, 
and wateriſh, that is to ſay, terreſtriall water, impregned. wich 
fice 3 from whence all ſores of mineralls, come to produQtion, 
for they are of the nature of Water, The experiment may. bee 
ſeene in ſtrong Waters, all compoſed of minerall Salts, 
Saltpeters, which burge as Fire : wilt produceth hot and dry 
exhalations "agitated with winds, eafie to take flame, alſo of 
flints, of Tron, and of Wood, and of ſcraped bones, eſpecially 
thoſe of a Lion,as faith P1y:whence we tay gather that there is 
potential! fice in all. 

Not without cavſe then did Pytbogeras, after Moſes, ordaine 
not to ſpeake of God, or divine things,without fice: for of all 
things ſenſible, there is nothing thar ſymbolizeth, or more cor- 
reſponds with Divinity then Fire : Ariſtotle writing to Alexander 
related untohim,, that hee had learned of the Brachmans, that 
hor was afift Element or Eſſence, which is fire, wherein the 

ivinity reſides t becauſe it is the nobleſt,” and pureſt of all the 
Elements ; and that which purgeth allthings according to Zo-

weeſce by experience, that one fire chaſeth away another, as-it 
hath been ſaid heretofore, ſo that if a man bee burnt, there is 
no readier remedy , thento burne it againe inthe ſame place; 
enduring the heat of the fire as much as you can: which drawes 
the inflatumation to its ſelie, out of the party, or elſe tempering 
it, with Aquavite wherein Yitrio! hath beene calcined, from 
whence Chicurgeons have not found a more ſoveraigne remedy 
to takeaway the fire of a musket ſhot, to heale inflammations 
and gangrenes, and yet there are two fires joined together. But 
that which ducing this life nuſtrepurge our ſoules,is that wherc= 
of Saint Auguſtine in the 29.

There are further two fires: one on the bad part, to wit, of car- 
nall concupiſence 3 the other of the good, which 1s charity, 
which conſumes all the bad, keaving nothing but good, which 
exalts it ſelfe ina fume of a ſweet odour , for the heart of every 
one, is asan altar, either of God or of the adverſary : and there 
fore hee thatis illuminated: with the torch of charity , . which 
muſt moreand more bee increaſed by good works, that it may 
nouriſh in it ſelfe the ardourtthat our Saviour will youchſafe to 
kindle, whereby that is accompliſhed, which the Apoſtle faith 
in the 5 tothe Epheſ, That Jeſus Chriſt bath appropriated to Gim- 


felfe aChurch, not baving ſpot or wrinckle, boly, and pure, without 


blemiſh. For that which the Church is in generall, and com- 
mon towardsGod, the conſcience of every one of us, is in par- 
ticular the ſame, when it is fincerely prepared, as it is requiitte , 
and chat upon the foundation thereof, men build Gold, Silver, 
pretious ſtones; that is to ſay, a firme faith, and beleefe, accom- 
panicd with good works , without which faith is dead and bus 
ried ; all upon the model and pattern of the heavenly Feruſa!em 
defigned in the 21 ofthe Apoc. which is the type of the Church 
as is alſo the reaſonable ſoule, where it malt burneal waicswith 
fice upon the Altar, and after the imitation of the wiſe and pru- 
dent virgins, we may have our lamps ready, well lighted, and 
garniſhed with what js needfull to maintaine light, attending 
the Bridegrome : as our Saviour commanded iz in Saint 
Lake 12. - 

Zobar furthermore makes this repurgation of the foule to bee 
double, which is not farre difagreeing from our beleefe, - One is

3. for not one- 
ly the World and the Heaven, are put one for the other, bur yer 
the Heaven for Man; The beaveny declare the glory of God, accor- 
ding to which,moſt part of the Fathers interpret it; and Man re- 
ciprocally for Heaven. As Origen ſets it forth,upon the 25Treatiſe 

Saint Marthery. Maris heart is properly called Heaven, and 
theThrone not already ofthe Glory of God,as is theTemple,bar 
of God properly.” For the Temple of the glory of God, is 
that wherein, as in a Glaſfe, wee ce our ſelves by Anigme. But 
Heaven that is abavethe Temple of God, where his Throne is, 
is tofee himwholly as it were face to face : which hee hath al- 
moſt tranſcribed word for word out of the booke Ababir to Zo- 
har? and other ancient Caballiſts, whereof he conſiſteth for the 
moſt part. 

Woreover ſomeſay that the Heavens are ſometimes put for 
God himfſelfe, as in the 32 of Dewt, Heare O Heaven the words 1 
ſpeak; andin the 8 chapter of the 1 of Kings, according to the 
Hebrew verity,in the prayer of King Solomon at the dedic:tion. 
of the Temple; Heare O Heaven. In this third Heaven or World, 
wherceofthe Apoſtle ſpake,, although God beeevery where, yer 
the feate of tis Divinity is there more eſpecially eſtabliſhed,chen, 
efſewhert,with his ſeparated Intelligences that athſt him co exe-: 
chitehis commatids, Blefſe the Lord yee Angels, mighty its power, 
doing that which he ordaineth, bearing the voice of bir words : wheres 
fore Theologians called it the Angelicall world, without all.

The prophane Poets have divided the Senfible World into 
3, for they never tooke much palnes to penetrate into the Intl. 
© or nd affigned the ſuperiour part thereof, from the circle 
of the Moone upward, to Jupiter, the low Terreſtrial to Pluo, 
and the middlemoſt, which is from the Earth tathe Moone, to 
Neptzze : which the Platoniſts call the Generative Vertue, b«« 
cauſe of the bumidity, impregned with Salt, which provoketh 
much to generation, according as the word Saleciza defignes 
it, as Platareb puts it in the 4 ion of Naturall Cauſes, and 
in his Treaty of Ofiris : refore the ſaid Poets attri> 
baute more dity to the faid Neptane, then to all the 
other Gods.

thereof, but muſt preſently incurre the bruice of beingan Atheiſt, 
Witch, or a faiſe woney-coyner: We ſay then, after Empedecles 
and Anaxagors z All thisour reaſon diſputes by a Journey of 
compoſition and reſolution, gving this way and that way, up 
and downe. That all che Elementary ſcience confifteth in the 
mixtion and ſeparation of the Elements, which is perfeRted by 
fire, to which Alchymy curnesall : As Avicen declareth very o» 
penly in his Treaty of PAlmabad, or Diviſion of Sciences. And 
Herme! in that of his 7 chapters, Underltand yee ſonnes of the 
wiſe, the Science of the four Elements, whole ſecret apparition 
is no where ſignified, exceptthey beedivided and compounded, 
becaule out of the Elements nothing is made profitable without 
ſach a Regiment 3 for where Nature ends her operations, there 
Art begins. 'o# ſach a compoſed Elementary, what you will, 
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-herbez wood, @@ther the like, upon which, fire may exercileits 


ation,and in an Alembic or Cornue; firſt let them ſepa- Cornme; 
ratethe watfr, and afterwards the oyle, if the fire bee moderate, | 
if more 


and reinforced, woos together : but the oyle will 
ſwvimme above the water, which may ealilybee ſeparated by a 
fonnel of Glafſe, This water. is called THercary, which of it 
ſelfe is pure and cleane ; and oyle,the ſulphur, aduſtible and in- 
fe&, thatcorrupts every compounded thing : In the bottome 
of the veſſel will reft the Aſhes, of which by a forme of lee, with 
water the Salt will bee extrafted, and aſter you have withdrawn 
the water with Balnexm Marie, as men call it : for theoily un&u- 
ofities do not mount by this degree of fire, no more doth the 
Salt, but much lefle; and the indiſſoluble Earths ſtripe of all 
their humidities proper to vitrifie : for ſaith Geber, every private 
thing by its owne humidity doth performe none bur a vicrifi- 
catory fufion- So there are two volatil] Elements, namely the 
liquid, Water and Aire, which is Oyle, for all liquid ſubſtances 
naturally ſbuntte the fire, which elevates the one, and burnes 
the other, "Bur notthoſe two which ace dry and lolid ; which 
are Salt,. wherein is contained Fire, and pure Earth, which is 
Glaſſe ; over whomrhe fire hath Ly power but to melt and = 
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fine them. See there the four Elements redoubled, as Hermes 
cals them, and Raymund Lulſins the great Elements , for as eve- 
ry Element confiſts of two qualities, theſe great Elements redou- 
bled, Mercury, Smipbut, Salt, and G'aſſr, participate of the two 
fimple Elements, (to ivy better) of all four , according tothe 
more, or the lefſe, of the one, or of the other 3 Mercury hol- 
ding more of the Aire, to which it is attributed ; Oyle or $!- 
pbar, of the Aire , Salt, of Fire; and Glaſſe, of the Earth, who 
finder it fee pure and cleane itn the Centr of all the compoſed 
Etementaries, andis the laſt to reveale ir ſelfe exempt from 0- 
tbers. Of chis ſort by the Artifice and operation of Fire, and of 
ics effe&s,we depure all infeRions and filth, even to reduce them 
to a purity of incorruptible ſubſtance from this time forward 
by the ſeparation of their inflamable, and terreſtciall impuri- 
ties; for (faith Geber) the whole intention of the Operator, is 
verſed in this, that the grofler parts being caſt away, the worke 
may bee perfe&ed with the lighter ; which'is co mount from 
the corruprions here below, to a purity of the Celeſtial world, 
where the Elements are more pure and eſſential, fire there pre- 
dominating which is the chief ef all others. Hichereo tonching 
Alchymie, and wherein fhee is verſed, -, 

Magick for the Celeſtial world, wasin times paſt, a holy and 
venerable Science, which P/ats in his Charms cals the true Medi. 
cine of the ſoule; and in the firſt, Alcibiades ;,puts it, that it was 
wont to ſhew the Elders of the great Kings of Perſia, to teach 
them to reverence God, to forme their temporall domination 
according 'to the patterne of the order and policy of the Uni- 
verfe. Par it is nothing elſe properly (as Orpbews faith) but a

33- Tow ſball not ſee my face, you fball ſee my binder parts, The face 
of God is his true Efſence in the intelligible world, which no 
r1an ever ſaw, except the Meſſibe, 1 did ſet the Lord alw ayer befare 
mee, Pſal. 16 $. And his poſteriour parts are his cffe&s in the 
Senfible world, The ſoule likewiſ: cannot bee diſcerned and 
knowne, but by the funftions it exerciſeth in the body whilſt 
it isannexed thereunto : By which Plato was moved to thinke that 
Jou'es could not conſiſt without bodies, no more then fire without water, 
So that after long revolutions of times, they ſhould come againe 
to incorporate themſelves here below: whereunto adheres thas 
in the 6 of Virgils Aneads. 
All tbeſe when they bave turned for many yearer, 
God cals them to the floud.of Lethe, by great troopes, 
Being forgetfull that they maiſt review the upper cormvexe, 
And begin againe to bee will ing to returne into bodie!s 
But this ſavaurs.Aa lictleof new-hirth; and Pytbagerean chan- 
gings of ſoules into bodics, in which. Origen was likewiſe out of 
the way, as may be ſeene in his booke of Princes, and in Saint 
Feromes Epiſtle. to Avitw. But more fincerely Porphbyrias, al- 
though in the reſt an impious adverſary, a Calumniator of 
Chriltianiſme ; that for the perfe& beaticude of ſoules,they mult 
fhanne andfly all bodies. So that, .when the ſoule thall bee re- 
purged from all corporal affeQions, and when it ſhall returne to 
its Creator; in irsficit ſimplicity, ic hath no great defire to fall 
againe itito the hands and calamities of this age, when the op» 
tion ſhould be left untoit free, 
From the Iatelligible. world then, it runnes.downe inta the 
Celeſtial, and from thence to the Elementary, all that which 
the ſpirit. of man can atraine from the knowledge of the admira- 


ble effefts of Nature, which Art intimates,” in what ſhee can, . 


whence by the revelation of theſe rare ſecrets, by the a&tion of 
fire, the moſt part is. magnified, the glory, and magnificence of 
him who isthefirſt mptor and author aheregf; . for mans un- 


d&ritanding according to Herme!,.igas a Glafſe where wecome- 
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to ſhave off, and to abate the cleare and luminonas rayes of the 
Divinity, repreſented to our ſenſes by the Sanne- above, and 
the fice his correſpondent here below ; which inflame the ſou!e 
with an ardent d:(ire of the knowledge and veneration of his 
Creatour,and by conſequent of his love, for men love nothing 
but whar they know, 

So each of theſe three worlds, which have their particular 
ſciences, hath allo its fire, and its ſalt apart: both which doin- 
forme us namely of Moſes his fire in the heaven. And the Salt 
for ies firme conſiſtence and folidity to the earth. What is this 
Salt ? atke one of your Chymicall Philoſophers; a ſcorched and 
burned earth, and congealed water, by the heat of fire, poten- 
tially encloſed therein. Moreover Fire is the operatour here 
below, in the workes of Art, as the Sunne and Celeltiall Fire is 
in them of that nature; and in the intelligible, the holy Spiric 
by the Rebrewes called Binab, or Intelligence, which the Scrip- 
tare deſignes ordinarily by fire, and this ſpiritual fire, or igneal 
ſpirit, with the Chomah the verbe, where the Sapience attributes 
tothe Sonne, Wiſdome,the Artiſt of all things,raught mee, are 
the fathers operators. By the word of the Lord were the hea= 
vens firmed, and all their b:auty by the ſpirit of his mouth; from 
whence that maxime of the Peripateticks differs not much, Eve- 
ry worke of Nature isa worke of Intelligence, 

Behold the three fires, whereof we pretendto ſpeake, of whichr 
there is none more common among{t us then the elementary 
here below, groſſe, compoſed, and material ; that is to ſay, al- 
wayes faſtned to matter ; nor on the the other partleſle known. 
That which is of him, from whence he came, and whither hee 
goes; reducing in an inſtant all to nothing 2 aſſoone as his 
nouriſhment failes him ;; without which he cannot conlift a mo- 
ment, but goes as hee comes, being all in the leaſt of his parts :: 
So that hecan in leffe then nothing, multiply to infinity, and 
inlefſe then nothing empty it ſelfe : for one lietle waxe light 
will at pleaſure enkindle the greateſt fires we can imagine, with» 
out any loſſe or dimination ot its ſubſtance: 

T borgh they take a thouſand, yet nothing periſbeth: 
And in the third of Saint Famer, Bebold byw great a matter a 
little fire kindle1b ; yea one onely fmall ſparkle of frre,would preſs 
in-the ewinckling ofen eye, all the immenſe hollow of the Uni- 
F 3 verle,, 
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verle,if it were filled with Gun-powder or Napthe and'; feſently 
after will vaniſh away.So that of all bodies, there is nothiog th;e 
doth approach nearer to the ſoule then fire, ſaid Plotin, And 
Ariſtetlejn his fourth booke of Mevapbyfickes, ſets downe, that e- 
ven to his time the moſt part of Philoſophers had noe well 
knowne fire, nor yet Aire to-bee perceivable ro our fight and 
feeling» But wen may ſay the ſame, that neither Ariſtotle, nor 
other Grecians of his time knew ſo well the fice and its effe&ts, 
at leaſt wiſe not ſo exatly as did ({olong while after ) the Hrg- 
biant, by Alchymie,lon which all the knowledge of firedependeth. 
The Azyptians (aid, that ic was a raviſhing and inſatiable Ani- 
ma], that devoures that which taketh birth and increaſe, and ac 
laſt ic ſelfe ; after it is therewith well fedde and gorged z when 
there is no more to feed or nouriſh it; forthat having heat and 
motion, he cannot paſle from faod and aire to breath therein ; 
it for want hereof, it remaines at laſt extint, with that where- 
with it was fed : All things proper to animate ſubſtances, and 
which have life, for life is ever accompanicd with heat and mo- 
tion,which prcc eJ1s from heate, rather then heats from moti- 
on;although they be reciprocalls, for one cannot be without the 
other. But Szids thereupon formed ſuch a contradiRion, that 
not onely animals, butall that which take nouriſhment and en- 
creaſe,tend to a certaine butt, whiter being come, it ſtayes with- 
out paſling any further,where neither nouriſhment nor increaſe 
of fire are limited nor determined ; for the moreis adminiſtred, 
ſa much the more it would have, and grow every day greater: 
for neither the ane hor the other can be limited, as do theſe ani» 


mals. Then by conſequent it maſt not be put in their ranke;, 


So that the motion of tire ſhould rather be called generation, 
then nouriſhment or growth 3 for there is but that one element, 
that nouriſheth and increaſeth it. In the others,that which ſuper- 
abounds therein is by appoſition, as if you would joine water 
to water, or earth to carth ; you ſhall never do the ſame to fires 
to thinke to make it greater by joining theregnto other fire, bus 
by the appoſition of matter, upon which it may bite and exerciſe 
its ation, as wood and other like chings, which perforce mult 
eurne- into its nature, and ſo.it augments it ſelfe. The Poeti- 
call 6&ions relate that Prometbews went into Heaven to ſteale it 
to accommodate mortals ; for whichhe was fo gleroul'y. pu 
n 
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niſhed by the Gods, as to remaine 3o. yeares bound to a Rocke 
in Mount Caxceſus, where a Vulter dayly cate up his entrails 


which did grow againe in courſe, But it isto bee beleeved that Auwror de 
the Gods that are ſo watchfull, and fo affeftionate towards man» 799% p $r, 


kinde, would not deny this ſo neceſſary a portion of Nature, 


without which the condition of their li'e were worſe then that {cr 3-0. 
of b:aſts, as well for the boyling of theic meats, as to warme thx, 


them, and dry them, and infinite other neceſſary commodities. 
Beſides of that which ſoares alwayes upwards, being of one ce- 
leſtial original, whither he afpiresto rerurne, it ſeemes that this 
belongs properly ro man.

Almoſt all other anima!s do ſhun the fire, whence Lt antins 
to ſhew that man was a divine Animal, alledgeth for one of his 
moſt pregnant reaſons, that hee onely among others uſed fire. 
And Vitravins in his ſecond booke, fetsdowne that th: firſt ac- 
quaintances of men, were contrafted by comming to mzete, to 
warme themſelves ax common fires; So that the cauſe why God 
ſe fire downe to men mult bee, that by the meanes thereof, they 
are come to penetrate into the profound and hidden ſecrets of 
Nature: whereof they could nat well diſcover,& know the man- 
ner of proceeding, for that ſhee workes fo rarely: but by his 


countertoote, which the Greeks call 9#vz* the refulution and **** 


ſeparation of the Elementary parts, which are made by fire, 
wharoaf proceeds the execution almoſt of all Actifices, that the 
ſpirit of man hath invented; So that if the firſt had no other 
inſtrument, and toole, then the fire, as we may lately (ee by the 
diſcoveries of the Veſt Indies ; Homer in the Song of Vulcan ſets 
downe that hee aſſiſted with 2mervs, taught men their Arts and 
brave Workmanſhip; having formerly bzene accuſtomed to 
dwel in Caves and hollow Rockes, after the fallion of wilde 
beaſts ;' willing to inferre by Mivervs the Goddeſle of Arts, 
and Sciences, the underſtanding and induſtry, and by the fire, V ul 
can,that puts them in execution ; wherefore the Kigyptians were accu- 
ſtomed to marry theſe two Deuies togetber, will ing #bereby#s declare no- 
thing elſe but that from the und:rſt anding proceed: the invention of all 
Arts and Sciences, which fire afterward: effeFed, and brought from 
power

rio ion; forthe Agent in all this world is nothing elſe 
but fire and heat, ſaith Fob :nwicims, and Homer, 
Whom Fulcan and Minerva knew, 

Which was the cauſe ( as may bee ſeen in Philsſtratus by the 
birth of Minerva) that ſhee crfooke the Rhod.ans, tor that they 
ſacrificed unto her without fire, to goe to the Athenians, More- 
over Vulcen, according to Diadowrus, was a man, who from an acci» 
dent by a clap of Lighting, whereby a Tree wa! ſet on fire , firſt revea- 
led to the Egyptians the commedity and uſt of Fire : for being theres 
withall overcome, all joyfull of bis light and beate z he therennto added 
other matter to keepe it, whileſt hee wyent to ſeeke the people, who after= 
ward for this, deifiedbim. Whereto Lacretiws agrees, 

Do not in theſe things tacitely and by chance require, 

Lightning bronght fire on earth to mortals 

Firſt ; tbexCe all beate of flame wa given. 

The Greekes attribute it to Phoronews, and put it, that it was 
neare to Argor. That fire being fallen from heaven there-abour, 
it was afterward there kept within the Temple of Apeo; which 
if by chance it came to extinguiſh,they lighted it againe anew 
by the Sunnebeames; as alſo they did at Rome that of the Ve» 
ſtals. And in Perſta their ſacred fire which they carried ordina- 
rily where the King marcht in perſon ſingularly reverepcing it, 
for their reſpe& to the Sunne, which they adored above all o- 
ther Deities, for they eſteemed it here below, their Image. 
They caryed it (I ſay) in great pompe and folemnity on a mag- 
nificent Chariot drawne by four great Courſers, and followed 
by 365 young Miniſters, for as much as there are ſo many dayes 
in the yeare, which deſcribe the Sunne by its courſe, clad with 
yellow: guilded, the colour conformable to the Sunne, and 
fire, ſinging hymnes to their praiſe. And there was amongſt 
them, nocrime more capitall and irremiſfible, then to caſt any 
dead carkaſſe or other uncleannefſe therein, or toblow it with 
your breath, for feare to infeR it, but they did it to giveit aire, 
for inall this they hazzarded no lefle then life; as to quench 
it otherwiſe in water 2 So that if any one had perpetrated 
any grievous forfeit, to obtaine grace and pardon therein; 
the beſt expedientthen was, as Plutarch puts in his firſt Treatiſe 
of the firſt cold, to put, biaſelſe. in_running water with fire in 
the hand, threatning 40. quench ic in the water if they did

eomignous ; but efcape' yet whok and 'fafe higher then the 
Heayen, with which, for its greateſt ſubciley and depnration 
which it hath gocten in thislong way, it hath a great conformi- 
ty: For being come'to theGlobe of the Sun, ic is there perfeed to 
conco@tand to digeſt into a pure andcleare light; for the nous 
riſhmetir, as well of it ſelfey as of other ferres; the ſame that 
Pliny tontherhr iff the'$ and 9 chapters of his ſecond buoke: 3g 
that the Starres receive all their light and nouriſhment from the 
Shs, after chat it hath been there concoted and fitted, and 
not by rhe forthe of ceflexion,as from irs ries, which would lef- 
fen' themiſtves either itt water, or in a looking Glafſe; for all 
that which partici of fice, hath need of nonriſhmenn. _ 
is done at'ir- the AnimAf, where the moftpure blond, 

from the Liver to empty i ſelfe through the Arteries m_ the 
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Heart which condudts ieto its laſt. perſeftion for the none 
went of Spirits. But this maſt be underſtood, if theſe Exbalatj- 
ons and vapours finde iſſue atwhact the pores and ſpongioluics 
of the Earth, to evaporate upwards. But if peradventure is 
meet with Tuffe, or Sand, or the like lets, and hi 
which do conwraditt them, or let them, they itay there and wax 
thicke, for procreation of minerals: that is-to lay, a hot and a 
dry exhalacion, in the nature of Brimſtone, and a moiſt vapour 
in the nature of Quickfilver, not , but a ſubſtance yer 
ſpicituall and full of fume, from the ng of which cwo, 
in a ſabtill vapour,they come to procreate in themſclyes after- 
wards by a long continnanceot time, metals, and meane mine- 
rals, according to the purity or impurity of their coagulated 
ſubliances; and the temperature, defeQ, or cxcelle of the hea 
that recoRts them in the- entrails of the earth. Without going 
from my intention of the foreſaid exhalations, I thought fit to 
touch a lictle upon an experiment whereunto I arrived by my 
induſtry, which I thinke will not be diſagreeable. Take good 
old Wine, and. put therein acertaine quantity of Salnitre, and 
Camphire, in a Platter upon a fire pan, within a Cloſet well 
firmed, that aire cannot enter, and make it evaporate therein, 
andthat there be no more covering then the thickneſle of the 
backe of a knife, to give it ſo much aire as it mult have, to make 
it burne. This being done, ſhut well your little window, that 
nothing may vapour out after you have withdrawne the difh, or 
Platter , fromthence to 10. 20, or 30. yeares; provided that 
the aire do not enter, and that the winde blow notin ; bring- 
ing inthither a lighted waxe candle, youſhall fee infinite lix: 
fices capring as lightnings inthegreat heats of Summer, which 
are not accompanied with th s and lightnings, nor with 
ſtormer, windes, and raines, having nothing but an _inflamation 
of Aire, by reaſon-of Saltpeter, and Sulphur, which are cleva- 
ted fromthe Earth. 

Before wee palſe from our intention of yapours and exbala- 
tions, that no man doubts but do proceed from heat introduced 
within the earth by the continuall motion of the heaven ronnd

melt, anddiflolye into moiſture, Ic ſerves allo, to give itgouns 
texpoiſe, for that Sand is yery heavy, A ſtone is beavy,. and. ſand 
tzrdenſome, or weighty, Prov. 27. But the (lime is lighter, wherc- 
in minerals, vegetables, animals, are procreated, as wee (ee by 
exprrienze, by pain pure ſlime to the Erthbree, for in lefſe then 
three weekes, you-will finde therein ſmall ſtones, herbs, worme?, 
and ſnailes, and other little beaſts, produtted therefrom.

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is more wateriſh, for ofthe groſleneſs of the water, earth was 
made, ſaith Hermes; as wee may ſez in ſaow, in hail, in raine, 
or with water ſo condenſed, there is much flime mingled, of 
which (as aforeſaid) every thing here inthe earth below ispro- 
duced, Man himſelfe according to his body, was formed of 
this flime; and from thence it followeth that all the fertility of 
the earth comes from Water. God created all the budd:1 of the earth

And this itisin which it comes neareſt to the Celeftiall nature 
which is all Uniform in it ſelf,and ſo well regulated,that ic hath 
nothing unlike: which maketh chat the fire is repurgative above 
the reſt of his fellow Elements,to clear them and put in evidence. 
In the 22. of St. L»ke our Saviour warneth his Diſciples to- have 
their Lampes burning im their hands, that their light might comt 20 ſpine 
among ſt men, tht 1beir good workes may bee ſeen, to glorifie their Father 
which # in beav'n,for bee that doth ill bates the light, which Fob Caith 
is worſe. to Malefators, then the ſhadow of d:atb. Ir is the ſame 
alſo that Moſes would ſecretly inter in the 3. of Gem, where hee 
makes God to walk at moon, which is 'the (cleareſt ligbt--of the 
day. And the Apoltle in the 1. of T i#1.6. 16. faith that be dwells 
in light in acceſſible, without which all woald be confuſedly folded 
up in hideous darkneſſe. Let usthen take heed , that the lighe 
which hee hath pleaſed to pur into our foul; benot obfuſcateand 
converted into black obſcurity:and that on thisſolid foundation 
Which hee hath granted us of his knowledge, wee build noe hay,

2, Clad with light # with a veſt» 
ment, and the Earth with ſnow, which was under the throne of bis g/e- 
ry. All Rabinique Allegories, may men fay, but wheredoe the 
great myſteries conſilt, from which Se. Denys doth not ſtraddle 
far in the place alledged ? for eyen as this fair great and clear 
ſhining Sun,that hath in itſelf ſach a manifeſt repreſentation 
image of Soveraigngood, extends jc light throughout the Lini- 
vers, anddoth communicate it to all that are.capable to receive 
it. Sothat there is noching, which doth not participate. of his 
light, and vivifying heat: there is nothing, that can hide ic ſelf 
from the heat thereof. In the ſame manner this Eternall ſuper- 
celeſtial light,illuſtrates,vivities,and perfefts all that which hath 
being, and baniſheth darkneſſes and all olhning boprinidly that 
may bee brought thereinto, lightning our ſouls with a defire al> 
wayecs to participate more and more of this light z for when {ſhe 
comes to prove itby little and little, and by degrees that helpsic 
and conduds to thejoy and fruition of a Soveraign good, [which 


.is the light of the Soul, namely the Incelle& that clears it, tobea- 
- ble to apprehend the living ſpring from whenee it came; for light 


is not ſcengbut by her ſelf:the moit worthy and excellent property 
of fire, with which ithath this in particular and proper,that ſhes 
makes her {-1f xo ſee, as it doth, and by ber means manifeſteth all 
that which our ſight may apprehend, Yet there is nothing har- 
der to comprehend,then that which is eicher of the one or of the 
other,for in owing us,and revealing us all it is then, when ſhee 
hides her (elf moſt from us, even to blinde us and to reduce our 
vrhgencts into darkneſſe, As is his darknefle, fo is bis light.

Some attribute 
them to, Heſreod T riſwegiſtivs amongſt the reſt cals lighe the father 
of all, who hath procreated man like unto ic, participant of 
light, and of life depending thereon : and lite was the light of 
men. The Father is as the Sun in his Eſſence: from whencecomes 
fplendor and heat, which three are not ſeparated one from anc - 
erbut remain united togerher,aIthough they are diftinQ:im this 
fire then our fonls are warmed inthe Love and tear of Gd; and 
lightened in his knowledge.

ics Iightillaminates the ſpirit of man by wiſdome, and replabgerh 
it by itsardent charity. This is the fire with which rhe toner

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catetheir appellations and fignifications, by their conſemblable 
propricties and cffe&ts : becauſe that Salt boils in the taſtes by 

fon of its acrimoeny.and fire the ſenſe when it burnes, and a 
thing ſalted is half boiled,azis before ſaid : as well co make ir of 
more eaſte digeſtion,as to conſerve it longer, which are the pro- 
prietics and effeRs of fire, 

But to mount from fire here below to the Celeftiall, which is 
the Sunne, the eye and heart of the ſenfibleworld, and the viftble 
Image of the inviſible God. Saint Deny cals it an all-apparent 
andcleare Statue of God , and lamblichw the Image of Divinein- 
elligence, the father of life, che Image nd portrait of the Prince, 
and Soveraigne Dominator of all the univerſe, the lighe of the 
one, andthe other world, the Celeſtiall and Elementary. Bux 
may We not here alledge at oncethisbrave authority of Plutarch 
onthe interpretation of the word E!, where after he had turned 
it, and returved itabout a pot by many diſcourſes, which at laft 
concluding nothing, vanifhed away inſmeak ; heconcludes that 
this word,as indeed it is, would ſay nothingelfe, butthou are? 
which hath been drawn from the two firſt lerters of the holy four 
lettered word FEHOV AH, tranſpoſed the one before the other, 
in the Greek E.L. which ſheweth that they have all drunke ofthis 
Caballine or Moſaicall fountaine, And at lait come to fay, 
We worſhip God in his effence, by our thoughts, and reverence 
the Sun, which is its Image, for the vertue which ic hath given it, 
to | roJuce things here below 2 only repreſenting by ics ſplen- 
dor, which hecommunicates to all, know not what appearance, 
or rat*er ſpkadow of beatitude and mercy, ſo much asit is poſi- 
ble for a viſible Nature to repreſent an Intelligible, and a movin 
to that which is immoveable and ſtable. We ſee the Sunne, as we 
as fire, but not ſa neare, to be able ſo exaAly to marke it, we ſhall 
very well conjecture in our ſpirit of that which we may well ap- 
prehend by fight, that this mult be the moſt admirable peece of 
worke of all viible Creatures. For although ir appears unto us 
little bigger then a diſh. or platter, in regard of rhe great di- 
ſtance hetwixeus andit, ſo that I rrerfible to conceive it, after the 
very demonſtrations Mathematical, which are certaine and in- 
fallible, yet it is many times greater then the Globe of the Earth

property is to make it ſeeneat the brigbtneſſe of the Saunne, or 
other lighr, becauſe that the air being tranſparent and deprived 
of all colours, the fight might very eafily pierce it, and paſlc 
through to apprehend them. . | 
But there are four differences of vifible things, ſome cannot 
ſee but by day, the others, on the contrary, but by night, others 
by day and night, and others that have no place in darkneſle. 
Colours arenot ſeenfbut by day, nut by night ; Ofthings called 
reſplendent, ſome by day, others by night, others by day and 
night; for there are ſome that are illuſtcious;andcleare, others 
darke and %heavy, and others betwixt both , others that have 
la'tre and ſplendor, daik and wateriſb, and are not feene but 
by night, asthe forc{aid flyes, worms, fiſh ſcales, rotten wood, 
and the like, for in the day time their ſplendor is ſurmounted by 
another more powe: full which defaceth it ;. as alfo-there are 
more ſtars, ſo that the darker the night is, the clearer they ſhine. 
Thoſe betwixt both, as the Moon and ſome Stars, by day and 
by night, as the morning and the evening : Stars, called by the 
Creeks Phoſphor, by the Latines. Lucifer, this is Venw Starre. Fire 
alſo which pierceth the air more then it may, and illuſtracesirt ro 
:mon ſtrate the colours that are therein; for the reſt! it is con» 
tent to make it (ee, without bringing into aQion the eranſpa= 
rence that is in theair, as we may ſee in the darke, where wee ſee 
firea great way off, but not by the colours that are betwixt them. 
By diy it ſhines a'ſo, but not aft+ againlt che air, for that ix is 
ſuffocated and extinguiſbed by a ſtronger light. The clearnelſe 
of the Moone likewiſe, for that ſbee is not very dark, ſhee is ſeet> 
in the day time, but better in the night. Szidss runs through

Thoſe thar dwellin the extremities of the 
Weſt, where it goes as it were to bed,in the waters of che Ocean, 
ſce itat his rifing ofthe ſame grandeur, as thoſe of Corsi, whers 
it riſeth ; which ſheweth the ſmallneſſe and diſproportion of the 
earth in compariſon thereof, That if the Moone, which is farre 
inferior in greatnefſe therennto, ſhewerh ic ſelfe almoſt equall, 
it is by reaſon of the great diſtance from the one andthe othery 
for by ſo much as things are ata diffance, by ſo much the mors 
they leſſen them(ſclves to our ſight, and thisis ſufficiendy verified 
by the rules of perſpe&ive;” Surely theſe are two chiefe Maſter- 
works, that of theſe two great luminaries, which are not of ſmall 
ornament and commodity, for the life of man, as Saint Chryſos 
ſtome puts it, upon the 135. Palme, but it doth contribute mucti 
thereto, yea almoſt all, in regard of that which concernes the 
body , for beades the light wherewith they enlighten us by day 
and by night, chey diſtinguiſh times and ſcaſons, help us to make 
voyages, as well by Seag as Land, they: ripen fruits, without 
which our corporall lifecou!d not be maintained, with other in- 
finite uſages which proceed from them. The Sunne is put for 
the whole Heaven, torthat it is the greater part thereof, and for 
firey and Heaven is the ſcatand veſſell of incorruptible and un- 
alterable bodies.. The Moone preſident of moiſture, repreſents 
water and earth, and ſalt compoſed thereof; for there is no- 
thing wherein moiſture is more permanent, nor which is more 
moitlt then ſale, whereof the Sea for the moſt part doth conſift; 
and there is nothing where the Moone doid mae diflinaly 
make her motions to.appearez then in 'the Sea, as we perceive in 
the ebbing and flowing thereof, and in the braines and marrows 
of Animals, fo that for good caule ſhe is called: the Regent' of 
the waters, and ofphlegmatick and wateriſh moiſture 3 which 
although ic ſcem to bedead and inanimate, (in reſpe& of fire 
which is living ) ſhe is permanent chiefly in ſalt, which bath an 
inexterminable humidity 53 and is that which keepeth the Sea 
from drying up, for without Saltic had beenlong agone drawn 
out and dryed up, there where the fre lives not in it, bat in ano- 
therz forin that icisa materiall Element, it hath noplace pro- 


perto it. Of theſe xwo, namely, the heat of the Sun, and mei-

rune of the Moone, in which conkilteth the life of al things; and 
without which nothing would grow, increaſe, nor be main- 
tained, not fire ic (ele, ukich cannot (ubfitt without airs which 
is double, one participating, of the heat of fire, aſcending from 
the water (out of the bowels of oift-nature, afincere and light 
fre forthwith fying out, ſeeks things alofe, laich Triſmegiſias.) 
And the other as water deſcending from fire, {o long till ic come 
to cangeal. For fo there is one moiſt water which tends up» 
wards, to rarifie it ſelfe in rhe aire, and another cold <@mming 
downe to thicken'it clin the nature of Earth, untill at lait it 
comes to terminate in red fire,) which is in gold, for gold is the 
lai ſabftance of all. And Aire is the mediating couciliator be- 
twixt the moiſture of paſlable water, that canſtitutes-matter and 
the fires heat, on which the Agent and form doth depend: Earth 
Das the matrix where fire, by the means of air and fire introdu» 
cing is aQtion, excites, and thrults out, which is thereby engens» 
dredto its dctermined-end. The other five Planets, and the fixed 
acres come in but collatera)ly, as alitants and coadjittors ofthe 
efictsof the two lnminaries, where all their influxions are reduy 
c&d, as do che rivers ob the Sea, and from the carth reciprocally 
eomes back their norriturez ſo that heaven arid fire, are as the 
male, the agent, and water and carth, ag the female, patient, but 
under heaven, theair is comprized; And as mans ſeed, incloſed 
and hpped withio the matrix, is now iſhed, foryented, and en- 
tertained with corrupebloud by the belp of naturall heat,ſofire, 
by the nicans of aic and water, is maintained in the carth for the 
prodution of things which engender thereof. So the Heaven, 
Sufind, Fine, and Air, march together, and the carcth under, 
which are campriſcd inthe Elements below, water and dry land, 
endtheirfide. It is Afopſer Heaven and Earth, and Hermes tis high

And God took duſt ind 
thereef formed Adem, and breathed into bins the breath of life ; the 
very light that fhineth in the ſenſible world, depends upon this 
ſaperiour lightthat is hid from us; from whence procetd all 
faculties and vertnes, which from thence are expreiled to our 
knowledge, for there-isnothing here below that doth nor de- 
pend from that above, by aparticular power, committed unto 
it, tO govern and excite it to all its appetites, and motions, ſo 
that all is bound together. 

We hold well for the remainder, that all we havefrom light 
in theſen{ible world, comes from the Syn, for that of the Moos, 
and ofthe Stare although inumerable,is a very ſmall-thing; yet it 
proceeds fromthe Sung and that of fire,is but artificial co' give 
us lighe for default of the Sunne, Bat how (hall it ſquare wich 
that to be willing to attribute the primitive ſource of light, and 
chiefly that of the producing and vivifying to the ſunne, for that 
we {ce in the beginning of Geneſss,, that the firſt ching that wes 
made, was the light on the firſt day, and the Sanne ner till the 
fourthy vegetables being preduc't from the former? This was 
(lay the Robbins thereto) moR wilely adviſed by CMſer, as all 
his other writings proceeding from divine inſpiration, to take 
away from men all occation to Idolize this laminary,. when' we 
ſce that light was procreated before ic. But in this reſpeRt there 
preſents a very rare myſtery, and worthy of obſervation, that the 
compleat f erfeftion of things fals out alwaies on the fourth day, 
as of thelight. The Sunne and Moone were matle the fourth 
day , waters on the ſecond day, produced noughtbat bſhesz the 
fifth;which is the fourth after,and al antmals;the foxth withmaty, 
for whom the fruits of the earch were made the- third. Which 
fſheweth usthat the 4 number ſo much celebrated by Pythogores, 
denoteth the perfetion that refdes in ten, reſulting frem the 
four fick numbers, 1,2,3,4z make ten. 

Se Plate was willing to inforaiec ref Timew, where he treats 
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of the procreatien of things by theſe words, one, two, three, 
but where is the fourth? Zeber upon this particle of the 14. of 
Levitiour, you fboll keepe my Sabbathr. See ſaith Rebbi Eliezer, 
what is the myſtery here contained, In fix dayes was the world 
created, in each ofthoſe is manitefted the worke that was made 
therein, and God gaveit his particular vertue after he had finiſh= 
edit; buton the fourth be attributed one more expreſle, for 
thoſcof the third preceding, being ſecret and hidden, came not 
in evidence, exceptthat the tourth day happened their faculties 
would reveal themſelves z for water, air, and fire, the three ſu- 
periour elements remained as ſuſpended, and the workmanſhip 
of them did not appeare till che Fourth day manifeſted them,and 
then appeared all that was made oneach. Butif you willalledge 
that this was the thirdday,thatthenGod ſaid,Let.the earth ſprout 
and produce the gr ten berb, producing ſeed, and the fruit trees bearing 
frait after bis kinde, which bath bis ſeed 5x it ſelfe upon the earth, gud it 
was ſo; yet this, notwithſianding that this happened 6n the 
third day, he ſuffered not to be annexed with the fourth,without 
any ſeparation ; the which fourth comes to meet with the Sab- 
bath, which isthe fourth day, the fourth, and is by ic felfe the 
perfeRt fourth, where there appeared all the works of the fix pre» 
ceeding dayes : and itis the fourth foot of the: rrcbaveb, o the 
divine throne, whereon God (ate for his repcſe all the fix dayes,

Bur Jeremie Da the ntherfide, fpeaking of adrinke of 
the wrath of Gad, which (ball be poured oat upon; all manner 
of Nations, whereot whoſoever will not dcinke, fhaiFnor be pus 
rified ; and from 'that we learne, that the fury: of Gods ven- 
geance,, profiteth far the purgation of fouls; axwell-in generall 
as in particular and there is uotbing more. purgazive then fire, 
of which the Prophet Aalachy ſhould fy imibis 3/obep- g. The 
Lord will [and ifie them in a burning fire; and fuch is the fire of wri- 
bulations and adverſity, with which we muſt be: ſalted/ and pur« 
ed z for falr is purgative above any other thing, as woe may 
bfbcienly perceiveto thoſe that drink Sea water, who all dye 
ofa flux: QOithe other fire which is exterminative and firange, 
of which its alſo in the 10:0f Lerifiews 2: And fire went ont 
from the Lord, and devenred Nadeb and Hbihmi God ſaid in the 
32;0f Dext.v.2 2.7 bey ſhell burne unto the loweſt bell,and ſhall conſume 
the earth with ber encrea/e, and ſet on fire the foundation; of the Mon 
taines. 
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#aines. 'For the juſtice of the Almighty, faid- one of the good 
Fathers foreſceing that which muſt come, from the beginning of 
the world, created thisfire ofeternall hell, that whereof Efty in- 
tends: ſpeak, wholefire is 'not quenched,to beginne to be the 
puniſhment of the wicked, without that burning and beat ſhould 
ceaſe, nowfor that it is neither wood nor charcoale, nor other 
matter to maintain it,but ſhall be eternally tr r.nented therewith 
in: body and ſqnl, becauſe they bave offended with the one and 
the other; for.fins are the baitand nourciſkment of this fire, which 
by a gathering together of mildeeds, and ſnperabundance of ini- 
quity heaped oneuvpon another, enflame the foul to-+ perdura- 
ble punifhment, even asa burning feaver, the repleat body, end 
render ita joice of illidigeſtion, by a ſupertluity of viands, and 
other diſorders; and exceſſe from whence there was drawne a 
wicked habitade ; forthe ſoul then comming to remember hee 
delights,agicated with theliving and moſt rigorous pricks which 
gall it, ſhe comes to beher owne accuſer, by certaine remorſe of 
conſcience that can profit them no more, (becaule in h;11 there'is 
no redemption) and to be his witneſfe and judge, as the Apoſtle 
ſets itdowne in the 2. ofthe Rowener, Þ beir conſcience bearing wit- 
meſſe, and their thaugbts accuſing them, in the day when God ſhall judge 
the ſecrets of men, But there is alſo a fire in this world, by which 
we muſt be ſalted and purified, for as much dedudtion of it as we 
muſtendure from thence, namely, tribulations, which ate to us 
asa'Minorative in Phyſick,.of the conipteat purgation-that wee 
maſt receivethereby. 1! + 039 

- Dhertwo farefaid fires furthermore, that of the Altar, «nd the 
firange; may be very-properly compared, that there to aque vite, 
the ocrher£0498s forrre; which ends and deftroyes all, where a- 
quite ſerves torinouciſhment, for all that wee car or drinke 
participates thereof)'arid is that whictipaſſerh and converts into 
nutriment-. It. is true that it is revealed more nearly in ſome tub- 
jets thenin other. Wine that where it manifeſts it ſelf ſoonet?, 
and with lefſe preparation and paine, afterwards wheatz' and fo 
ofthe reſt ; far there is nothing -wherein nature doth fo ſoone 
make his profit, as oftheſexwo. qu wire is allo callid barn< 
ing, becauſe it conceives ſoecaltly the flame and burneth, for that 
itis neceſſary, that whatſoever dorh mfonriſh muſt ſuffer under 
the bres ation. Ocherwile how is it thatnaturall heat we 

wor 
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work thereupon, which is much weaker then that of fire? we® 
k10w by experience that we could not draw any nourifhment 
from ſtones, metals, earth, and other ſubſtances, whereupon 
fire cannot bite 3 and if wolves doe ſometimes eat clay, wild- 
ducks, and other birds , ſmall flints, and gravell, itis eithec to 
avuid vacniey,or for ſome medicament totem knowne by a ſe- 
cret iaſtin@ of nature, but not that this-doth digeſt or ſerve 
them for maintenance, no more then Ironduth Oftricher,which 
yet they corrupt by a ſtrong and great heat of their ſtomach, 
But you will ſay, that this af milation contraries the text of the 
10, of Leviticus where Aaron: ſonnes are (0 burned for offering 
{trange fire. 

That which Rabbi Simeonto Zbar relates in part, that they 
ſerved at the Altar, bring drunk, an4 overcame with wine, for 
that which followesafrer demonſtrates it ; that God ſaid unto 
Aaron, Thou nor thy ſonnes ſhall not drink wine when you en- 
ter into the Tabernacle : whereto may be anſwered, that fimili- 
tudes cannot in all, or through all agree, otherwiſe it would be 
the ſame thing they repreſent. Aqua vite doth not make drunke 
ifmen take not ſo much atatime, that it may alienate people 
from their ſpirit. And yer being ſeparate from wine, the re- 
mainder ſhould be nothing but phlegme, and refidences, which 
cannot inany ſort make drunke, nor being therewith mingled 
and adjoined by nature, as to ſkoppe again the acuity of the aqus 
vite. Yet wece by experience, in Germany and other cold Re- 
gions, Where aqus vite is in good eſteem, as well for the quanti- 
ty which they take; it doth not for that make men drunke, as 
wine would do in ſuch a quantity, as that, wherewith it ſhould 
be quenched , and putting a little Salt in; very ſtrong, wine, ic 
will make men drunk ſooner thento drinke it pure. 1 have often 
made tryall, that often joyning together aqua vite to that which 
then had drawne, 'this mingling could not cauſe drunkenneſſe 
any more, b:cauſe the parts once ſeparated of the compounded 
elements, and then reconjoined, take another nature then it had 
at the firſt.Cer.es it is a great ſupport and comfort that aqus vite 
hath for a weak ſtomach, eicher through age or other accident, 
although men thinke that itburnes and offends the noble parts; 
for though it be inflamable, it is not iherefore burning, Hethat 


would ſee the greatvertues thereof, let him read the Qrinefſ. _y 
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of Raimund Luline, Rupeſciſſs, Vifiadiue- his heaven of Philoſo- 


phers, for wee will not ſtay here as on a thing too trivial and 
beaten. They call ic;the quinte(Tence for the conformicy--it hath 
with the celeſtiall nature, becauſe that as the heaven,which is as 
another Air, but more ſabcill chen the Elementary, contains the 
Stars, whence It 'r«ceives divers impreſſions and effe&; that it 
doth infuſe and communicateunt» us, tere below, the ſame A- 
quz vitedoth cafily iniprega ic (e1f, with the qualities and (pe- 
cificall vertues which. are therein put toinfuton. To this pro- 
polition-of heaven and Stars,and of their different impreſſions, 


wee will not here paſſe over a fine diſpute which berepreſents it - 


{c]1f, The Earl Pica de Mirandwls, truly a prodigious ſpirit accom- 
Panied with great Literatuce, in his 3. Book againſt Judicial! 
Afrologr, 25. cha —__—_— with too hot a curiolity to im- 
pugn this Art, wil we(lſaith he) prove that the vertue of all the 
Stars is but even one? Let us ſuppole this Maxime. That the na-« 
ture of heaven cannot more openly and ſucincely,exprefie, then 
by ſaying heaven to be -a unicy of all bodies, for there is 
nothing in all the univerſe that doth notdepend upon this cer- 
tain one;, as from h& primitive courſe, with many- other. premi- 
ſes wherewith hee would conclude that of the propriety and 
vertue of each Star indifferently, depends the facultie and ver- 
tae of all the compoſed Elements,, without having there 
other difference between - them, if peradvencure,. this was 
not in greatneſſe'; as it is apparently ſeen : nor can men ſay, 
that one preſides more .particularly to one thing here below, 
. thento another: for every Star prefidesto.all ; ſo that if all were 
joined and nnitedtogether in one onely body,this ſhould be 2s 
if infinite lames and fipes ſhould come to aſſemble, to make bur 
one, which woultbe ſtronger 'then true , but not of diverſe 
propriety and 'nature,which doth not change it ſelf into homo- 
genea!!, and homomaternall ſubſtances, by a coacervation,nor 
which comes'to produce ather effeRsthen it did, :being ſepara» 


ted, as one-may ſee in water, and agreat torch,in reſpe&t of a | 


lictle waxe light, which will lighcinfinite others as well 'as the 
torch, though more powerfull,to heat, boil; and burn, as being 

in a greater volume. | 
But it isa very hard thing to overthrow an opinion already 
received of long durance, chiefly if it bee ſupported _ au- 
| | tuority 
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way fo holy- Scripture, which muſt bee to us a8 a touch* 
ſtone, by iteo verifie our ratiocinations, for the moſt partun- 
certain and crroneovs,' if they bee not conduſted by divine ins 
fpication:Isis written in the 147.P/ſal. 5.He knowetb «ll the Stars, 
and calleth them all by their uwamer. That if they have all different 
and particular names, wherefore ſhould ic ſerve but to diltinguiſh 
them in their effe&s, proprieties, qualities and vertues ? for the 
name of things, imports the ſame. Follow that which is ſaid 
in the 2, of Gen. as Adam named every thing, ſuch was its truc 
and proper name : . which Plato in his Cretylxs faith is notonely 
the type and repreſentation of things, but their Eſſence. And 
inthis caſe there is a fair coniideration to bee marked, that God 
left to Adom the nomination of terreſtriall things : but re- 
ſervedtohimſcl/e that of Celeſtiall : as hee exprelſeth ia the 
2115 .Pſat. 16.7 be Heaven of Heavens are the Lords ,, but the Earth 
hath be given tothe childrenof men: which is as much to ſay, accor- 
dingto Rabbi the Fgyption in the 2. Book of his Acre, or dire- 
Qorz25 Cha-That the Creator knoweth himſelf alone the cer- 
tain verity of the keavens,what is their form,ſubſtance,and their 
motions ; but upon that under heaven he hath given power to 
man toknow,, for Earth is properly maps —_ where hee 
produceth, and the place of his converſation, as long as hee 
liveth ; as fire and light attached to matter : there where the 
cauſes upon which we might found our demonſtrations con- 
cerning heave, are out of our knowledge, being ſo far re- 
mote from us. And in this caſe the Heaven of Heavens, are the 
Lords, there may be a double y >_y » according to the 
punRuation and reading, T bat n belongs to the Lord of 
Heaven, and ſo the Hebrewes take it, but who; doubts, but that 
the Earth alſo belongs to bim, as well as the Heaven? Th» 
Earth is the Lord!, aud the faineſſe thereof, and in the 23. of Fer. 
Doe not I fill the Heaves and the Earth? And the Heaven of Heavens 
is reſerved for God, and the Earth i left to the children of men, which 
is a manner of ſpeech uſuall in che holy Scriptare. For if the 
Heaven and tbe Heaven of Heaven canzot comprehend thee,(aith So- 
lomontoGod ; for the Hibrewes metaphorically call Heaven, 
things that are far diant from our (ight:and we alſo after their 
imic:tion, a# when wee Tpeak of a Kite, Heton or Gerfalcon, 
when they fly 6 high, that _ can hardly diſcern them, thar 

2 they 
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they goe tolooſe themſelves in Heaven : fo that all which jp 
here under the ſphereof the Moon, and generally all that js a. 
bove ns, they call-it Heaven : and the Heaven of Heavens, the 
tthereall Regign from the Moon to the Firmament,as well the 
. Firmamentit elf, or the Empyreen Heaver, Bat facther that the 
Stars ſhould bee all of one nature, propriety and-effe®, to fre 
them ſo like,belides their greatnelle and clearneſle,it follows noe 


that the ſame _ of the ſame fort as of fire, yet wee com-- 


monly call them fires and celeſtiall lights ; It is as it the foeds of 
trees and plants, whereof there are infinite,fhould all mixe eo» 
gether, and the firſt buds alſo, that they calt, which differ as no» 
thing, but to the meaſure whereunto they grow, their differen 
ces doe maniſeft them. The Hebrewes hold that thereis not fo 
little, and poor a herb -on the Earth, nor any other thing of the 
. three kinds of the compoſed Mineralls, Vegetables, or animals, 


that hath-not above its correſpondent Star, that aſliſts it, and: 


from which it receives its maintenance and conſervation, Bur 
how can that agree ? will ſome ſay to the contrary; becauſe ir 
ſems to derogate and contradift that: which in expreſle terms 

is ſet down in the 1. of Ges, where itis writtengthat in the third 

day, the Earth of ber .If browght forth berbr, and zrees, containing in 

them their ſeeds : accordirg tothe iv kinds: nevertheleſe the Sun, 

nor the Moon, nor the Stars, w-re created till the day ater, the. 
fourth by which is defigned its effe& and ſuniion : Let there 

bee lights made, in the firmament of the heaven, nemely the Sun, the 

Moon, and th: Stars, to ſeparate the night fromthe day : and let them 

bee for fignes, and ſeaſunr, for dayes and years; - without attributing 

' any thingof their afff{tance,upon trees and plants, and other ele+ 

mentary things. 

But to retarn. to the particulars of Aqaar3te, there will be 
no hurt here to touch upon this experiment thereof made,very 
gentile andrare, leaving others that are more common, Aques 
vite hath this particular, that ic diſſolves not ſugar, nor joines 
not with it,as doth its flegm and common water, vinegar,. and 
other liquors : but by artifice it ſelf, of two it makes. a thrice 
ſweet liquor, very proper _ the fluxes of Catarrhs, and alc 
rheumes, that moleſt the ſtomach, and throat, and is thrreun» 
ty 'Yrrygood and comfortable, Lay in ſteep a day-or two Cin- 
| - namon 
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of Firt and Salt; r25- 
namon groſlcly beaten ; and take offthe infuſion very neat: take 
fine ſugar within a pottage diſh that hath earsg- broughe inco fine 
ſmall powder, and'ſo perfumeic,- mingle it with a (mall portion 
of Sngar roſet. Poure thereon this "Hque viie and makethem 
a lit: le warm upon aſhes, then put fire thereto with a lighted 
paper, |ticring all well-with a lizt'c ſpit of clean wood, ſo long 
untill the Aqua vite burn no more,&there will remain a liquor 
moſt agreeable to the tafte, and.mervailoufly comfortable: you 
may add the:eto liquor of pearls,Coral and other the like, which 
dillolve-ealily in the juice of Citron or difti:led vinegar, which 
makes it ſweetto ſtream our upon it a quanticpof common wa- 
ter or the phlegm of- Aqua viie's andnot by calcining Iitas Pa- 
racelſig and his followersdo,with-Salt-Peter, which 'irmaniteſt 
oyſon : {o that things are done in vain by more, that may be 
done by fetxer, ſo that it bee juſtly done, Further, every one ſuf- 
ficiently4knowes how to draw A9#2 vite, filling two parts of the 
Alimbeck with Glaſſe, or Be#voz Earth,with good old'wine,and : 
diſtHling it wich an ealie fire through a Bath in a Ca'dron full 
of-water, with chaffe, Continue thediftiflation untill you ſve 
Tong reines and ſprouts appear, in theChappe andin the Re- 
cipient,For it is _ vite, wt ich rn ounts firlt;) and 1h” phlegm 
comes after in grolſe drops,astearsz which is a token thatthere 
is no more Aqus vite, Men may refine it;palling again another 
time : ButT ſhculd not bee of an opinion, that to rake it into 
the body, it ſhould bee more then once. And it isa ſtrange 
thing that by itsown ſabtilty, for it will mount through fire 
or ſix doubles of paper brovils- without wetting it. I have 
ſeen them caſt a fnll glaſſe thereof in the air,and not one d: 0p to 
fall tothe earth : Its of ſoverxgn force againſt all burnings 
and chiefly that of ſmall ſhore, with which (hee hinders (as was 


ſaid before ) the Eftiemenes and Gangreenes : which ſhewerh An inflar ati 

ſufficientlythe purity” of its fire which may by good right be cal- on ariſing FE 
I:d Celeſtiall.Sce here thatwhich Roaimmed Liillizs ſets down of from pureche- 
his proprieties and vertues.. Wee muſt not underftand (faith '<* in tbe kin 


he)chat neicher quintefſence nor any otherthing here below;can 

render us immortall.It is ordained tor all men once to die : nor 

can we prolong our dayes beyond and above the prefxedtime, 

for that is reſerved to God. Mans dairs are "we and tbe 

of biz moneths are with thee : thin haſt appointed bis limits which be 
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ognnet. paſſe , there: where on the contrary they may Well bee 
narrower : Aqua vitentien, vor all other forts of 
quintefſences and reftaeatives, cannot prolong our life for one 
minute ofan hower ; yet they may conſerve and maintain it 
to the laſt - but, preſerving it from putrefation, which is it, 

that ſhortens it moſt + But to defend putrefaftion by corcup- 

« Siblethings,that cannot bee : we mult therefore find our ſome 
-incorraptble ſubſtance, proper and familiar to our nature, 
which conſerves and maintains the radicall heat, as oil doth 
the light ofa Lampe, Such is the aqua vite drawn from winezthe 
moſt comfortable and connaturall ſubſtance of all others, pro- 
vided it be not abuſed with exceſſe. . Plxtarch-in the 3. Bogk, 
the $, queſtion of his Sympotiaques, compares wine to fire,and 
our body to clay.Ifyou give fire (he {ets it down there), which 
is of a mediocrity to the clay, and earth to the Potter, he will 
conſolidate itin the pots,bricks,tiles,and other the like works, 

bur if it beexceſlive, hee reſolves it, and makes it melt and run. 
Moreover Aqua vite, preſerves ſtrongly from their corruption, 
as wee may ſee by things vegetable and Animall, which men 
put there to mingle, which by this means conſerves them in 
their entire length. It comforts and maintains a man in vi- 
gor of youth : which it reſtoreth fromday to day, it-rejoy- 
ceth and trengtheneth the vitall ſpirits : it digeſts crudittes 
taken faſting, and reduceth the cquality,the exceflive ſuperfluities, 
and thedefaults which may bee in our bodies ; cauling divers 
cffeR&s according to thediſpoſicion of the ſubje& where [hee ap- 
plies her ſelfe, as doth the Sunnes heat, which melts wax and 
hardensdurt, and fire doth the ſame. And there is that cele- 
ſtiall ſpirit reſiding in Aquevite,, {0 ſuſceptible of all qualities, | 
proprieties, and vercues, thatſhe can make her hot, empreg- 
ning it with hot things, cold with cold things, and ſo of the 
reſt ; being ſhee is naturall, conformably to our ſoule, inclina- 
ble to goodandevill, for although. it confiſts of the foure Ele- 
ments, they are therein ſo proportioned, that the one doth nor 
domineer over the other. Wherefore they call ic Heaven,where- 
to wee apply ſuch ſtarres as wee will, namely of the fmple Ele- 
mznts, of which ſhe conceives the proprieries and the effelts;here- 
in we may compareceleſtiall fire to the Altar,

But firong waters, which diſſipate and ruin all,ace this ratge 
fire, and ſo jAlchymiſts call, chem, and fice againlt nature 
externall fire, and other the like exterminatives. Ceres if 
the effe&ts of Cannon Powder be fo adrniravle, canſiſting of {0 
few ſpecies, and ingredients, which may. be well called the vrue 
infernall fire, the devourec of mankind... The aftion of itrong 
waters is no lefſe which burge all, being compounded onely of 
two or three ſubſtances, that which wee commonly call the Sep» 
rator, 'Salt-jeter, Vitrie, or Allum Ice; and this difolves Silver, 
Copper, Quickblver, arid Iron in part.. La Rego/te which is ng 
other thing then the prec:ding reftified upon Selertmoniat, or”: 
common Salt, diſſolved _ with Iron,Lead, Tinne, andin-- 
tameable Gold, with all ſorts of fire, Ic is true, that firong wa- 
ters doe notdeltroy metals, that they returne*not'to their-firit 
forme and nature, but drawes themto water, and a wicking 1i- 
quor, This was certainly a good Artificiall induſtry in mais 
ſpirit, to excogitate ſo ſhort a way to. ſeparate Gold and Silver 
melted together, and ſo uniformedly mixed, that an ounce ct 
Gold melted with an-hundred markes of Silver, each part there- 
of willequally attra& bis portion, as wee may ſee by the refiners - 
praiſe, which to prove that which it holds of Gold & of Silver, 
a-confuſed maſſe of divers metals will take but 30. grains to 
make theic eſſay in the Coupelle, 'and from thence will judge 
that the ſame proportion that you ſhall finde in this ſmall vo- 
lame, ſhall bce alſo in the whole maſie; all char- which [may bee 
thorein of impure imperfe&-metall goe away partly in :{moakce, 
andis partly conſumed by fire, and partly ſticky like Birdlime 
within the Coapelle, nothing remaining. above it but what is 
fine, namely Silver and Gold, which is: there incloſed, with 
which they ſeparate. tirong waters called on the occafionthe 
divider,, which diſſolves Sib/etirito water, and Gold falls ro-the 
bottome as fand., the water afterwards: evaporated; the Silver 
retires it (elfe, - But here it wonld! be: too much to'ſpeake of the 
eff. &z of itrong waters, 'one of the principa}l and ſhort inſtru-

Yet chele two fires may. be compared, namely the ſtrange fice 
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to Leaven, to the Sea water which is ſalt, and to Vinegar, « 
corrupted Wine, and other forts of Leavens Fires again{t nature, 
And the Celeftiall to the Altar to pure and-unleavened Paſt, 
to iweet water fit to drinke, to Aqzavite, without Vinegar, re- 
preſenting the ſtate of innocence in our firſt fathers, before theic 
.rranſpreflion, and the fimplicitie of their knowledge, infuſed in- 
to them by the Creator. But when they were oncetempred af. 
terwards with ambition, to know more then they ſhould, they 
would by humane diſcourſe become more ſubtill and ſage, in 
taſting the fruit of knowledge of good and evill; their Paft 
without Leaven began to ſwell, to bee proud with the Leaven 
themſelves introduced, which perverted and ſpoyled it, appro- 
pri«ting it to corporall and ſenſible chings, for the bread which 
wee Eate is leavened, but that which wee uſe in the Church 
muſt not be ſo, and not without cauſe, for unleavened bread 
will bee kept fix. moneths withont molding or corrupting; that 
Jeavened bread will not keep ſo many weekes. It is therefore 
xhat the Apoſtle ſaid, a little Leaven corrupts-the whole Maſfe: 
Becauſe that one propriety of the Leaven+is to: convert into 
heir corruption all that is adjoyning of their nature,as Vinegar 
doth Wine, and Leaven purePaft, alſo Rennet which is inthe 
number of Leavens. And when they have no Leaven, they make 
ſome, corrupting the Paſt with Vinegar, Lees of Beere, Epges, 
and like ſubſtances, whoby their: corruption acquire to them- 
delves the propertic of ſtrange fice which is able. ro cotvert into 
Its nature, that where it can bite, as wee may ſee in a Feaver 
againſt natural heate, ſo that heeturnes it ſelfe into all things, 
and all intoiit ſelfe, according to Heraclitws, 'who ſet it downe 
for the Principal, yetafter Zorosſtrer, who thought all things 
were begotten of Fircafteric was-extingaiſhed, for being living 
it begets.nothrmg, no prore\doth.Salt,. hur-the Sea which: Homer 
ca'ls 27rV4t©@:; unfruicfbl}, -which:dorh nothing bat conſume 
and deſtroy: Arrimmente-and iwitked iportion of things (faith 
Pliny) and wherein iis doabefull whether: it\conſume or bring 
forth more things. .

and of better taſt. In which caſe leaven relates tothe Evangeli- 
call Law, as Saint Angsffive ſaith, and old leaven tothe Moſai- 
call, which —__ tooke by the barke, and by the bairs. By 
reaſon whereot the Apoſtle admoniſtcth us, to caſt it farre from 
us ;: that is to ſay, all ſuperſtition, and malice; Coſt off the old 
kaven, that you may be anery lump, 81 ye arc nnlexctaed, ſor even 
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Chriſt onr P ufſeover ic ſacrificed for yous Therefore let us keep the 
Feaſt not wich old leayen, neither with the. l:avers of malice and 
wickedneſſe, but with the wnlesvened bread of ſincerity and 
truth, which leaven is without doubt thisRrange fre, that de> 
youres and conſumes us within; that is to fay,oor foul,ro ſwal- 
low us up, and make us goe downe living into Hell. And-the 
Fire of che Alcar, the celeltiall fire of charizy, faith, hope, ic is 
that which we mult delire of Godto kindle in our hearts, and to 
ſeaſon our thoughts and our defires, thatno» corruption be'be- 
gotten therez as itdoth here below in things corruptible and 
corporall ; the prompt Miniſter, and executor of that, which 
the divine goodnefſe will pleaſe to give of comforts and com- 
modities in this temporall life. What obligations then 'dowee 
owe thee, thou excellent portion of Nature, withoat which we 
ſhould live in ſo great miſery? thou doeſt lighten in darkneſle, 
thou doſt make us rejoyce in obſcurity, bringing us another 
day. Thoudoeſtchaſe away from about us, hurtfull powers, 
feares, and nofurnall illuſions ; thou doeſt warm us being cold, 
thou doelt redry us being wet; thou bakeſt our viands, chow 
art the (overaigne Artizan of all arts and manufaftares which 
have been revealed unto us, to ſerve as a rampard againſt our n#- 
tarall Imbecillicies, thac make us inregard of our bodies the 
feeble and intirm animall of all others. All this by reaſon of thy 
Divine beneficence, thou doeſt communicate to all mortals. And 
thou, Ocleare laminous Sunne, the viſible image of the inviſible 
God, the light whereof, doth rebate it ſelfe in thee,- as within 
a fair manitold multiplying glaſle, ren4ring thy felfe overflow- 
ing with all ſorts of happineſles, which afterwards thou com- 
municateſt to all thy ſenſible Creatures, being ſo fair and ſo de- 

reable a liberall benefaRor, thou ariſ:it moſt reſplendent,with

Every channell (to be brief) 
mounts upwards with his voices, whence 4byfſus are ſhaken , 
and cry to their companion,One depth calleth to anotheryia the 
voice of their Catarrafts, And who is itthatcries?

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Tant of, when he ſaidgpon Exod. of the lees of any confetted a. 
ics, fale and glafſe isdrawn.But now for that it was notſo ſaid, 
It is a thing ſofficiently common and manifeſt to thoſe thax deal 
with fire, which Cinerall excrement comes from the aduſtion 
and burning of 'coals,: but the ſoot which is more ſpiricuall,for 
that mounts and eleyates higher,is born of the flame which hath 
no'leaſure or power to perfet&'ics mandification,ſo that the pure 
and impure mount together. And afſaredly nothing can bereer 
agree with our fouls after their ſeparation from the body,which 
carries away with them the imapurities which they have attra= 
Sed from it, during their refidence here below, which/they muſt 
repaſs by fire, % be perfe&ed by white throughout. Every man ſbat 
be ſahed with fire, and every ſacrifice ſhall be ſalted with ſalt, The weik 
and aſhes repreſenting man, the exterior animal, and his body , 
and the two flames, blew,and white, the blew the Celeſtial] and:

which in good men (hall be burnt with fire that burns alwaies-

All the grace, gentilicy, ornament, pleaſures and de- 
lights of hamane life, cannot bee better exprefſcd then by this 
word, which extcnds allo to the pleaſures of the foul, the tweet - 
neſſe and tranquillity of life, and to a Soveraign rejoycing and 
repoſe of all troubles and ſorrows. Is renews the pricks and a- 
 morous defires to beget its like, and hath obtained this hono- 
rable quality of Souldiers, and of pleaſant and witty words, 
and joyous meetings, without burt to any ; from whence it 
ſhould be called the Graces. According to which St. Pawl ſaith 
in the 4 to the Col.6.Let your ſpeech be alwaies with grace, ſeaſoned 
with ſalt, And inthe endit is theſeaſoning of all our viands , 
which without it would remain unſayoury and without taſt. So 
that ie is ſaid to right ſenſe in the common proverb, there is 
nothing more profitable then the ſun and falt. So Plinie diſ- 
courſeth thereof; in the place alledged, and Plutarch in his book 
and 4 queſtion of his Sympoſiacques, without ſalt we'can eat 
nothing agreeable co the taft, for bread it ſelf is more ſavoury 
if it be mingled therewith:therefore ordinarily in Charches and 
covering of tables, they couple N:ptune with Ceres,for (alt things 
ee It.it were an allurement and a ſpur to excite appetite: So 
Har before avy other houriture wee- rake that which is tarp 
and falcs whereas, if they begin with others they would in- 
coagtocnely proſtrate themſelves, That which hath notaſtcan 
it be eatcn without Sale? 7ob.'6. 6, Salt alſo readers drink more 
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delicious, and it is of infinite ocher uſes and commodities of 
life, that holds more of man, whereas the privation thereof, 
makes it 'brutall. Ic is furthermore 'a mark and {y of 
Juſtice, becauſeit guards and conſerves that to which it/is intro- 
duced and faſte Of Amity alſo, and Gratitude, ſatable £0 
chat in the firſt of Eſdrs chap.4. where the Lientenants of King 
Artaxerxe: writ to himin this manner. We remember the ſalt thiw 
gaveſt us in thy Palace, we wonld not failto advertiſe thee faithfully 
of what ſball come to our knowledg concerning the ſervice of thy bighneſ7. 
Salt being there pur for one of the greatelt ations that can 
be had, becauſe ir is a thing pure,neat, holy and ſacred, which 
men firſt ſet on the table. So that Xſcbizes in his prayer of the il] 
adminiſtred Ambaſſic, makes great account offale, and a pab- 
licktable, of one City confederate with another. And indeed 
there is nothing more permanent nor more fixt in the fire , nov 
more approaching to its ature, becauſe it is mordicant, ſharp, 
tart, cutting, ſubtill, penetrative, pare and neat, fragrant, in-- 
combaltible and incorruptible. Yea, that which preſerves all 
thiags from corryption,& by its prong makes it ſelfclear, 
cryſtalline, and tranſparent as Air ; for glafle is nothing elſe 
then a moſt fxt ſalt that may be extrated trom allſorts of afhes, 
and of ſome nearer then of otherybut itis noeſo diſſoluble into 
moiſture as common ſalt; nor that which is extrafted out of 
aſhes by way of lee, which is _ with itby ſtrong expreſſions 
of fire, which are notwith(tan ing wo: contrary relolutions , 
and reſiſting one the other : chiefly afterward from all liquid 
humidity, unuous but inconſumptible. It ismoreover the firſt 
originall as well of mineralls as of tones, and pretions ſtones , 
yea of all other mineralls. Likewiſe of vegetables and of Ani- 
malls, whoſe blood and urinall humour,and all other ſubſtance 
is falred, to preſerve it from putrefaftion:: andin generall, from 
all mixed and compoſed Elements; which is herein verified that 
they reſolve themſelves into it, ſo that itis as the other- life of 
all things; and without it faith the Philoſopher Aforien,nature 
can no wayes werk, nor can any other thing be ingendred, ac- 
cording toReimmnd Lullw in bis eflamens.harrancs all chy- 
micall Philoſophers doe adhere; that nothing hath been created
